Ten Years Worth 

Ten years of games, practices and training 
camps have meant many memories for me. 

Memories of the losses as well as the wins in 
the National Football League. In this week’s col- 
umn and in certain future issues I'll be relating 
some of the things which have remained vivid in 
my mind. 


lt’s 1967 

lt was going to be a laugher. | mean look at 
what Green Bay had done to Kansas City in 
Super Bowl | — it was the Packers 35-0. 

We just couldn't take playing the Chiefs as 
serious business. It was to be the Bears first 
meeting with an American Football League team 
and like everybody else, we as players, were 
skeptical of the newcomers. 


On To Kansas City 

So filled with might be termed as unfounded 
confidence we headed toward Kansas City's 
Municipal Stadium and an August 23rd meeting 
in 1967. 

After arriving at our hotel we found that the 
Chiefs were welcoming us with a bear roast — 
literally. In our behalf they were roasting a bear 
and that really kept us in a light-hearted mood. 

! guess we didn’t pay much attention to the 
fact that Kansas City had opened the pre- 
season with three straight wins (including a 48- 


O shutout of Oakland the week before). 


Game Time 

Yet, my first indication that we might be in for 
some trouble was during the pre-game warm- 
ups. We were already out on the field when the 
Chiefs made their appearance. 

They came out in jerseys, WITHOUT their 
shoulder pads and they honestly looked bigger 
in comparison that most of we Bears, who were 
wearing ALL of our gear. 

Kansas City was one of the first pro football 
teams to start an extensive weight training 
program and they really showed it. 

OK, but they were still going to have to con- 
vince us that they could compete with the NFL 

. and convince us they did. 


Bears Score First . 

As a matter of record, the Bears did score first 
in the game, on a field goal and at the time we 
were ready to pour it on — we never got the 
chance. 

We quickly became familiar with names like 
Len Dawson, Fred Arbanas, Otis Taylor and 
Mike Garrett, with a Buck Buchanon and a 
Willie Wood thrown in for good measure. 


A Hot Time 
It was a very warm night in KC as | remember 
it, in the mid 90's and it proceeded to get hotter 


tor us as the game continued. 

One thing | won't forget is the Chiefs’ mascot, 
Warpaint. That horse runs up-and down the 
sidelines following each Kansas City score and 
I'll tell you that by the end of the game that horse 
was dragging. 

| made a sideline tackle with only a few 
minutes to play and | ended up right next to the 
horse — its tongue was hanging down to its 
hoofs. | figured that if he was still at work that! 
shouldn't be giving up either, but it was too late. 
; Time to Go 
When the game finally was over we wasted lit- 
tle time in making it back to the lockerroom. In 
fact, | remember our punter Bobby Joe Green 
pushing me across the field in his rush and | 


, — asked him to take it easy and he shot back: 


“Just hurry up, they (the Chiefs) might want to 
play some more.” 


Now 0-3 
We've been back to Kansas City only once 
since that 1967 game, losing 19-7 in 1973 dur- 
ing the regular season. The Bears also dropped 
a 24-10 decision to the Chiefs, in the two teams’ 
only other meeting, in di at South Bend, In- 
diana. = 
Oh, you're wondering what the score of that 
first game was — Kansas City 66, Chicago 24. It 
still stands as the most points ever scored 
against a Bear’s team, ouch!

First of all, a few firsts from Soldier Field and 
Saturday's game between Baltimore and 
Chicago. Bear kicker Bob Thomas booted the 
first 50-yard field goal in the stadium’s NFL 
history ... Running back Walter Payton saw his 
first extended action this pre-season and he 
looked strong galloping for 122 yards on 31 car- 
ries ... Defensive tackle Wally Chambers also 
had his first long look of the year and he applied 
good pressure and four solo tackles. 

And if you're at all interested in final scores, 
the Bears 25-14 win over the Colts extended 
Chicago's winning streak to four ... the first 
time that has happened since George Halas’ 
team won five straight at the end of the 1965 
season. The loss was also Baltimore's first of 
the year, after, two wins, and the first time that 
the Colts had allowed more than three points in 
any 1976 game. ‘ 
St. Louis Next 

The Bears’ pre-season home schedule closes 
Saturday when the St. Louis Cardinals come to 
Chicago for an 8 p.m. CDT meeting. A delayed 
telecast will be on WBBM-TV (Channel 2) later 
that night, while WGN Radio (720 AM) carries 
the game live. 

The Cardinals were 1-1, beating the Jets 
13-12 and losing to the Raiders 20-9, going into 
their historic game vs San Diego last Monday in 
Tokyo. . 

Bears Exciting 
Despite numerous bumps and bruises, the 


Bears excited their first home crowd of the year, 
54,338; with nearly mistake-free football 
against Baltimore. 

The most annoying part of the contest, for the 
Chicago players, may have been at the onset, 
when the wind blew the ball off its tee four times 
before place kicker Bob Thomas finally got 
things underway. 

After that it was almost all Bears in a game 
that Baltimore was the favorite. Final ball con- 
trol statistics showed Chicago with an im- 
pressive 39 to 19 minute advantage. 

First Possession Score 

After stopping Baltimore’s opening drive in 
three plays, the Bears quickly initiated the scor- 
ing. It took just over two-and-a-half minutes and 
three points were registered on Thomas’ 
record-setting field goal. 

The former Notre Dame player added a 42- 
yard boot five minutes later and the Bears helda 
6-0 advantage at the end of the first quarter. 

Walter is Back 

A fully-charged Payton scored his first 
touchdown early in the second period, from one 
yard out, and Thomas’ kick gave the Bears what 
turned out to be their biggest lead of the game, 
13-0. 

It was Payton that saved that 10-play scoring 
drive from being scrapped. With the Bears fac- 
ing third-and-ten situation from their own 37, 
it was Payton who popped up the middle for the 
needed ten, exactly. On the night, Chicago time 
and again produced when called upon, convert- 
ing 12 of 19 third down plays. 


Remain 
Undefeated 


Colts First TD 

Baltimore, led by quarterback Bert Jones, 
scored its first points of the game on a four-yard 
run by back Don McCauley. That touchdown 
was set-up on a 22-yard toss from Jones to 
wide receiver Glenn Doughty on a third-down 
conversion. Don Linhart's PAT brought the 
Colts to within 13-7 as 7:38 remained before in- 
termission. | 

The persistent Bears retaliated immediately. 
It took a Colt facemask penalty and a leaping 
catch by Bo Rather to push the Chicago lead to 
12. 

Baltimore safety Bruce Laird was caught for 
the infraction and Chicago had the ball moved 
up to their own 44. On the next play, quarter- 
back Bob Avellini threw to Rather who grabbed 
the aerial in front of safety Jackie Wallace on 
the Colt 20. Rather than sped down the right 
sideline and scored the touchdown, although it 
meant bowling over corner back Doug Nettles at 
the four-yard line. 

Colts Last Score 

With only 1:37 ieft in the first half, Jones 
again went to the air and looked outstanding. 
The fourth-year pro from LSU concluded the 
drive by scrambling and then hitting Doughty 
with a 24-yard scoring strike. The Bears settled 
for a 19-14 halftime lead. 

Aveliini Sharp 

Roland Harper and Payton opened up with the 
tun in the third quarter, moving the ball to the 
Chicago 49. It was there that Aveilini got his per 
game interception out of the way. 
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Looking for Steve Schubert, Avellini instead 
found Colt linebacker Derrel Luce, who put 
Baltimore on offense at their own 36. But no 
harm done, four plays later an improving Bear 
defense again shut the Colts down. Allan Ellis 
batted away a Jones pass to end thedrive. 

Chicago put on an amazing show of ball con- 
trol late in the third quarter. A colt punt gave the 
Bears possession at their own 21 with 3:03 left 
in the period. 

: Sustained Drive 

It was 9:47 later that a patient Chicago 
offense crossed the Baltimore goal line. It was a 
16-play drive, with Payton carrying nine times, 
including the final two yards. The versatile back 
also caught a 14-yard Avellini pass on a fourth- 
and-one play, not bad. 

A missed point after kick finalized the score at 
25-14. The Bears had one more scoring 
Chance, moving the ball to the Colt 27 with only 
two minutes left to play. But on a 44-yard Rick 
Danmeier field goal attempt, the snap was bob- 
bled and the kick went off to the left. 

After securing the Baltimore win, the fifth vic- 
tory in the last six Bear starts, head coach Jack 
Pardee talked confidently. 

_ “Nobody will beat the Bears if we don’t beat 
ourselves and play our game,” the second-year 
coach said. “We controlled the line of scrim- 
mage. It was a game of fighting in the trenches 
and then big plays. In the third quarter, our 
defense took over and provided the momentum 
for the offense.” é

Tight End Questions Being Answered 


Whether it’s Johnny Musso or Walter Payton 
following pulling guards Noah Jackson and 
Revie Sorey on a sweep, neither is going to 
make it “if they don’t get a block from the tight 
end,” says Bears’ Line Coach Ray Callahan. 

Whoever the tight end may be. 


Position For Concern 
In the first month of the Bears’ training camp, 
only two players were added to the roster. One 
was a tight end, Ted Powell, indicating that tight ~ 
end is not the most stable position on the team. 
Speculation before last winter's draft cen- 
tered around a tight end for two reasons. There

was a good one, Clemson's 6-5, 250-pound 
Bennie Cunningham, and odds were he would 
still'be available when the Bears’ turn came in 
the first round. He was, but the Bears had 
decided that tight end was not their No. 1 
priority. They took offensive tackle Dennis Lick. 
The Pittsburgh Steelers wound up with Cun- 
ningham. 


Filled from Within 
General Manager Jim Finks and Coach Jack 
Pardee agreed that the Bears could fill their 
tight end position from within, which meant 
Greg Latta, Bob Parsons or Gary Butler. 


Latta, the best tight end in the WFL, had some 
trouble blocking in his first NFL year, but 
showed his pass-catching potential in the final 
game against New Orleans by grabbing three 
for touchdowns. 


He was placed on a weight program to 
strengthen his blocking and when camp opened

he was expected to claim the job for himself. 


Injuries have frustrated his efforts, however. 
He missed the preseasons opener against 
Denver with a groin injury and was knocked out 
of the second game against Seattie with separ- 
ated rib cartilage. ’ 


With the pain showing in his face, he suited 
up in full practice pads two days after the game. 
“Every time he gets into a stance, the rib pops 
out,” said Coach Jack Pardee. “He'll be awfully 
sore for a while.” 


Parsons Ready 
That put Parsons into the picture and Pardee 
crossed his fingers. “Il hope nothing happens to 
him. He does a lot for us,” he said. 


Parsons also has worked on his blocking 
through weight training and concedes that 
whoever blocks best will play most. Pardee is 
convinced that “no one man will play all the time 
there.” 


That would be all right with Parsons, who also 
is the Bears’ punter. 


Latta a Threat 
Pardee will not use Parsons in third down and 
long yardage situations because Latta is more 
of a deep pass threat and Parsons needs the 
breather before punting. 
Depending on the size of the roster, Pardee 


figures he could justify keeping three tight ends 
because Parsons can be counted with the 
special teams. 


Butler, Powell and 16th-round draft choice 
Ron Parker of TCU appear to be in the running 
for the third spot, barring a trade. 


Butler, former second-round draft choice of 
the Kansas City Chiefs, has had a disappointing 
summer, according to coaches. 


Powell and Parker 
Powell, who was being tried at fullback by the 
New York Giants after two years in the WEL, is 
having trouble adjusting back to tight end, but is 
also a punter, which enhances his value. 
Powell, ironically, was a secoond-stringer at 
Ohio State behind Fred Pagac, former Bears’ 

tight end cut by Pardee last year. 


Callahan has liked what he has seen of 
Parker, although the 6-2, 213-pounder has 
been sidelined by injury. 


Parker is the best singer of the group, having 
performed with the All-Texas choir, but that 
won't help him block down on those defensive 
ends, unless he can put them to sleep with a 
lullaby.

Football Over Track 


During the last two weeks of July, a familiar 
place to find Mel Gray in the evenings was in 
front of a television- watching the Olympic 
games from Montreal. Of particular interest to 
Gray were the sprints, events in which he had 
once been a dominant figure. 

The swift St. Louis Cardinals receiver 
reflected recently on his track career and his 
decision to become a pro football player instead 
of a possible Olympic champion. 


“I believe | could have gone to the Olympics in, 


1968 and again in 1972 and | believe | could 
have done well,” he said. “I think | probably 
could have had a shot at even a gold medal — if 
not in the sprints, then certainly in the 400- 
meter relay. 

“The time | was really thinking about it was in 
1968, but | was just starting at Missouri and 
they wanted me to come in and start learning 
the football program. In 1972, | had already 
turned pro,” he continued. : 

While his decision for 1968 was a tough one 
to make, Gray made up his mind for 1972 early 
and easily. a ‘ 

“There's so much pressure on you to win-in 
the Olympics, that if you don’t win the gold, then 
you don't really feel like you've accomplished 
anything,” he explained. “you're running for 
fame, but no fortune. In the end, | settled for 


St. Louis’ Mel Gray 


dashing for cash instead of running for fun.” 

The diminutive (5-9, 175 pounds) speedster’s 
decision to “dash for the cash” has resulted ina 
lot of paydirt for the Big Red. In his five seasons, 
Gray has caught 137 passes for 2,805 yards — 
an average of 20.5 yards per catch — and 28 
touchdowns, 18 of which came from at least 40 
yards out. 

In addition, his statistical achievements have 
kept improving year-by-year. As a rookie in 
1971, he caught 18 for 534 yards and four 
touchdowns. He missed most of 1972 with nag- 
ging injuries, then caught 29 for 519 yards and 
seven TDs in 1973, 39 for 770 yards and six 
TDs in 1974, and in 1975 had his best year 
ever, catching 48 passes for 926 yards and a 
league-leading 11. touchdowns. 

What's ahead in 1976? Many observers —in- 
cluding Mel Gray — say they think Gray could 
top all of last year’s figures. 

“| can set goals for myself, | can't speak for 
other people,” he says. “A bad season for 
myself and for the team would be if we lost more 
than two games. | really think we're capable of 
winning 12 games.

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Defensive Switch Relaxes Bryant 


He was billed as “the black Dick Butkus.” 

Waymond Bryant didn’t like the billing, or the 
pressure that came with it. 

Bryant had been a sensation in college as a 
middle linebacker at Tennessee State, and the 
Bears made him their No. 1 choice on the fourth 
pick of the 1974 draft. Butkus was gone, hob- 
bled by knee injuries, but the fans were con- 
vinced they had a ready replacement. 


Not a Brutal Player 

For a season and a half, Bryant struggled to 
live up to the name that had become syn- 
onymous with the Bears’ defense, while learn- 
ing the complex techniques of the pros at the 
same time. * 2 

“At first | didn’t feel much pressure,” Bryant 
recalls. “Then it came from the fans. | think they 
were looking for a type of more brutal player, 
someone that had that Butkus image of being 
physical. | believe in using my speed more in 
bringing a guy down the best way | can — by his 
jersey or whatever. 


“| wanted to be looked at as Waymond Bryant, ~ 


just out of college and here to play middle 
linebacker, not as the black Butkus or anything 
like that.” 


Top Rookie 

In spite of the pressure, Bryant filled the gap- 
ing void in the Bears’ defense well enough to 
win honors as the National Football Conference 
defensive rookie of the year with 110 tackles in 
his first season. But he was not ready to domi- 
nate the middle the way the fans demanded. 

“{ think it was a tough thing for him,” says 


Bears veteran linebacker Doug Buffone, 
Bryant's roommate and sometimes tutor. “Let's 
face it. He comes into town and Butkus has 
moved out and everybody thinks he’s another 
Butkus:” 

In the middle of the 1975 season, Coach Jack 
Pardee came to the rescue. The Bears had trou-

bles at outside linebacker and they needed 
someone with speed to take charge. Speed 
might have been Bryant's middle name. 

“He's got more speed than any young outside 
linebacker I’ve ever seen,” marvels Buffone. 


Starting Again 

Ironically, the change might have been just 
what Bryant needed to climb to stardom. At first, 
it was like beginning his rookie year all over 
again, but the 6-foot-3, 232-pounder caught on 
fast with intensive sessions from Pardee, a 
former outside linebacker himself, and help 
from Buffone, whom Bryant expects to be a 
coach someday. 

Now halfway through this summer's training 
camp, he is getting rave reviews at his new 
position. 

“| think Waymond's gonna be the best outside 
linebacker in the league,” says Buffone, who 
watches the hefty 24-year-old from the op- 
posite flank. 

“His strong point is pass defense. You can 
put Waymond man-on-man, one-on-one. He’s 
bigger than most, he’s faster. He’s probably one 
of the strongest ‘outside linebackers in the 
league.” 


Quick and Strong 

Bryant, modest and soft-spoken, admits that 
he is “well balanced.” 

“| have pretty strong legs and a strong upper 
body,” he says, “‘so really it would be pretty 
hard to get a good solid block on me, unless you 
caught me when | wasn't looking.” 

Bryant still insists he could have done the job 
at middle linebacker, but he is not unhappy 
about the shift. 

“I'm more relaxed now,” he says. “I can con- 
centrate on playing one position.” 

Another reason Bryant may now be relaxed is 
his bride of seven months, Mary Cole Bryant,

whom he visits on rare days off from training 
camp. 

“| always needed someone to talk to.and to be 
there,” Bryant said. “Now 1 can share my 
problems with someone who is very close fo 
me.” 


“Never Feel Overconfident” 

It has all been a rather pleasant development 
for Bryant, but he isn’t taking anything for 
granted. 

Raised in a family of nine in a rundown 
neighborhood of Dalls, Tex., he had to scrap for 
every opportunity during his childhood,

especially after his father died when he was 
eight years old. 

“That's the miracie part,” Bryant said. “You 
come from a poor neighborhood and you sort of 
learn how to make it on your own. You learn to 
make money the best way you can — provided 
you didn’t steal it. | remember going out and 
looking for soda water bottles and milk bottles 
so | could get the deposits. 

“So | never feel overconfident that | have ajob 
that | don’t have to worry about anybody trying 
to take. There’s such a thing as too much confi- 
dence. 

“My philosophy is to work twice as hard as 
the next guy.” 


Goals 

Bryant already has’set goals for himself at his 
new post. “My main goal is not to let anybody 
get outside of me,” he said, noting that it hap- 
pened just once in the Bears’ first two 1976 ex- 
hibition games. Nobody caught a pass in those 
games with Bryant defending for the Bears, he 
acknowledged. 

Buffone observes, “he just keeps getting bet- 
ter and better and better, and one of these days 
it's going to be all over.” 

For the opposition, that is.

‘Special Teams Gain Importance 


Bear watchers seized the moments for hailing 
beer vendors at the ball park, fetching ham and 
cheese from their kitchen ice boxes or depleting 
the plumbing reserves of bathrooms all over. All 
they would miss were punts and kickoffs. 

Nothing so moves the serious football fan to 
yawn as the subject of special teams. He sees 
the plays as fillers, necessary only because 
nobody ever thought of a better way of transfer- 
ing the ball from one team to another. He 
remembers Craig Cotton and Pete Van Valken- 
burg and Fast Eddie Sheats and Quick Six 
McDaniel and can proudly recite the numbers 
they wore with no less sincerity than a six-year- 
old pledging allegiance to the flag and to the 
republic for which it stands. = 

But ask him who plays on the right side of the 
Bears’ kickoff return wedge and he'll giggle at 
the triviality of it all. You have to draw the line 
somewhere. 


Pardee Changes 
Jack Pardee noticed a similar cavalierness 
toward special teams play when he became the 
Bears’ coach last season and pursued the 
chronicles of recent administrations. He hired 
John Hilton as the team’s first assistant coach

in charge of special teams. He made deals for 
players because they could help his special 
teams. Much was made over the point that Mike 
Adamle and Steve Schubert had captained 
special teams for the Jets and the Patriots and 
would now be terrorizing kick returners on 
behalf of the Bears. 

At the end of the 1975 season, Walter Payton 
was the league leader in kickoff returns with a 
31.7-yard average. Virgil Livers set Bear 
records with 42 punt returns and 456 yards. 
Bob Parsons didn’t have a punt blocked in 92 
tries, which led the league. The Bears were 
among the three or four best teams in the league 
in punt coverage, giving up an average return of 
6.2 yards. 

“The difference on our special teams plays 
was 550 yards better than the year before,” 
Pardee said. “To give you an idea, that’s almost 
as many yards as Walter Payton gained run- 
ning.” 

The Bears who played on the units became 
proud of them. “It's just as hard to learn special 


‘teams positions as any other ones,” special 


teams captain Bill Knox says. “Everyone has 
specific responsibilities." Revie Sorey, the only 
offensive lineman covering kicks, did so 
because he was a rookie second-stringer. Now 
he’s starting and he still wants to stay on the 
special teams. 

“We were as good as anyone in covering 
punts, and we should be,” Pardee said. “We've 
got a high punter in Bob Parsons and a young 
team. If there’s anything you can do with a 
young team, you should be able to cover kicks. 


Snappers 

“Our real weakness was on field goals and 
extra points that were blocked. Bob Pifferini 
made perfect snaps all year long. Yet he was a 
220-pound snapper. When you've got a little 
guy in the middle, that’s where they'll penetrate. 
| didn't even feel secure with extra points. 

“It's not any fault of Bob’s. He did everything 
we asked him to do. But the conclusion is to 
have a bigger snapper.” With Pifferini retired, 


opposing kick rushers will have to brush aside 
257 pounds of Dan Neal to penetrate the mid- 
dle. 


Kickers 

The breakdown of Bob Thomas’ field goal at- 
tempts and successes last season looks back- 
wards. He was 9 for 16 between 30 and 50 
yards away, but only 3 for 7 inside 30 yards and 
18 for 22 on extra points. Two close field goals 
and two extra points were blocked. He doesn't 
think his height is a problem, even with his soc- 
cer style kicks. But just in case, he and Rick 
Danmeier, the challenger for his job, have a drill 
that requires clearing the cross bar from five 
yards away. 


Thomas had a bigger problem with his kickoff 
distances, so he spent the off-season increas- 
ing his leg strength from 200 pounds to 500. 


“| wasn't feeling like a complete kicker unless 
| could put the ball into the end zone,” Thomas 
said. “Now I’m doing that and kicking off higher, 
too. To me, | never had any problem with length 
on field goals, but now | can work more on form 
for my long kicks and |'ll still have enough 
power. It’s really a big confidence factor and it 
helps me a lot psychologically.” 


Kick Returns 
For returfiing kicks, Pardee would rather not 
use Payton so often. Rookie Brian Baschnagel 
likely will be deep on most kickoffs, with Doug 
Plank and Schubert flanking him. Those three 
will alternate accompanying Livers on punts. 


Pardee told his punt return unit that he ex- 
pects Livers to lead the league in return 
average. He also told Livers, who set an NFL 
record by having 42 returns without a fair catch, 
that he expects to see Livers raise his hand oc- 
casionally — an observation prompted by 
Livers’ two fumbled short punts in the exhibition 
opener. 


“But on long kicks, he’s quick enough and 
hard to catch,” Pardeesays. 


Against Seattle in the second exhibition, the 
Bears blocked two place kicks, had good 
kickoff returns and had two Punt returns that 
Pardee said were “two blocks away from two 
touchdowns.” But Parsons had a blocked punt 
when he was trying to Pass the ball and Pardee 
was quite restrained in his enthusiasm for 
kickoff coverage. 


“Right now we've got nearly all rookies on 
those teams,” he said. They were star players in 
college, so they didn't play special teams. 
Special team Play has to be learned. 
Baschnagel’s going to be a great special team 
Player, but right now he doesn't know the job. 
It's been a long time since he's covered punts 
and kickoffs, I'm sure.”

Injury Update 

Tight end Greg Latta was the only Bear to 
come out of the Seattle game (Aug. 7) with a 
serious injury. A painful rib cartilage separation, 
when he caught a helmet in the side, slowed 
Latta down considerably going into the 
Baltimore game last Saturday. = 

Bob Parsons was expected to start for Latta 
against the Colts. 

A knee injury to rookie Ron Parker put coach 
Jack Pardee down to three tight ends at the time 
— Parsons, Gary Butler and Ted Powell, a 
newcomer. 

In a non-football accident, running back Mike 
Adamle cut his head on a rock while water-ski- 
ing in Wisconsin (Aug. 8). He took 20 stitches in 
the head. 

Back Walter Payton, coming off of a knee in- 
jury, ran well in practice the week before the 
Baltimore game, although he was not yet at 100 
per cent, 


Pardee Following Seahawk Game 

“We knew we had to start building our lines a 
year ago and now both the offensive and defen- 
sive fronts are responding,” reflected the Bears 
head coach, “It'll be difficult to make cuts of our 
linemen because | believe they’re all capable of 
playing NFL football. We played against Seattle 
with Jim Osborne and Roger Stillwell and Wally 
Chambers out ... yet we played well. 

“Everybody on the offensive line played well 
too — especially Revie Sorey at both guard 
spots. Revie’s getting better every week ... 
they all are.” 

‘On the Bears leading rusher to date, Johnny 
Musso, Pardee said: “If Johnny keeps perform- 
ing like he has, you can’t consider him a second 
team back. He’s our starter now ... no second 
stringer. Musso’s typical of our top four backs. 
They all block, run, catch passes and can throw 
too. They're athletes." 

~ Passing Game 

After two games, Bear wide receivers had 
only caught four passes and that was of some 
concern to Pardee: “Our passing game is not 
down by any stretch of the imagination. We're 
going to be out in the mornings in camp working 
at it. The passing game is the hardest part of 
football to get down. : 

“We've had a lot of bad pass plays and they're 
all not attributable to the quarterbacks. Our 
receivers have got to be working as.a unit on 
their routes against all ten coverages. When 
they get the team concept in, they'll be okay,” 
Pardee said. 

“Eventually we'd like the quarterback to call 
his own plays, but whether it will be this year or 
when | don’t know,” said Pardee. The Bear tight 
ends have been bringing the plays in recently 


because of injuries to the Bear backs. 

“All the quarterbacks have a hard enough 
time doing their own job. They don’t know what 
all of our guards can do for instance, We (the 
coaches) know what all the personnel are best 
suited for and so for now we'll call the plays.” 


Patera on Bears 
Seattle Seahawks coach Jack Patera com- 
mented on the Bears: “The Bears defense, lines 
you up and knocks you around. They have a 


| great pass rush and their linebackers are tough 


people.”

Gray came into the National Football League 
as a sixth-round draft choice with raw speed to 
burn, but a reputation for dropping the balla fit- 
tle too often. He still has that speed, but five 
years experience against NFL cornerbacks has 
given him a combination of speed and know- 
ledge that — with Jim Hart's strong arm — 
makes him one of the league’s most difficult 
persons to cover. 

“Football is just like chess, there's always an 
opening somewhere in the secondary,” he says. 
“There's always a move to counter anything 
they do. If I'm double-teamed, it feels good to 
split them both. If it’s one-on-one, it feels good 
to beat him. It feels good every time | go 
downfield and | can get a good block. 

“People talk about the John Gilliam’s, the 
Lynn Swann's, the Otis Taylor's. One day, | 
guess I'll be among them, maybe | am now,” 
Gray continues. “In the end it's who makes the 
Pro Bowl is the best. I’ve been there twice now. 

“There's a lot in me that has to come out. This 
is my sixth season. | can’t outlive the game, so | 
have to do the best | can right now. If | can do 
that, after the season’s over, I'll be able to look 
back and feel good about what I've done.”

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As far as Jack Pardee's wife Phyllis is con- 
cerned, Arnold Palmer's wife Winnie said it 
best. Life in professional sports has the highest 


highs and the lowest lows of any other profes- 


sion in the world. 

So, it’s up to the athlete’s wife to try and main- 
tain a body temperature of 68 degrees at all 
times. You may not enjoy the highs quite as 
much as your husband, but that way, you never 
get down to rock bottom, either. 

Highs and Lows 

The highs and the lows of professional sport 
— Phyllis Pardee knows them well. 

Throughout 19 years, five children, and four 
pro football teams, she’s ridden through those 
peaks and valleys with one man — Jack Pardee, 
former linebacking great with George Allen’s 
Los Angeles Rams and George Allen’s 
Washington Redskins. And now as head coach 
of the Chicago Bears, Jack Pardee’s Chicago 

* Bears. 

When things were going well, there were in- 
tercepted passes, all-pro awards, and champi- 
onship celebrations to dwell on and cheer 
about. 

But, when things took their inevitable turn for 
the worse, there was love, consolation, and 
understanding from Phyllis. 

“| guess that’s why Jack calls our home his 
‘island of solace’ " Phyllis said. “It’s the stable, 
peaceful place he knows he can come back to 
when every happy or trying day is done. Here he 
knows there will never be those constant ups 
arid downs.” 

Facing Cancer 

Phyllis Pardee has made sure of that. Even 
though some of the downs along the way made 

it awfully difficult. 


In 1964, at the prime of his playing career, 
there was Jack’s much-publicized bout with 
cancer. A malignant tumor in his right arm. 
Eleven hours of major surgery. A year in retire- 
ment. Then, six more years waiting for the clean 
bill of health. 

Phyllis says the nightmares didn’t stop for the 
first three years. The prognosis from Jack’s 
doctors was all but encouraging. And, 
repeatedly, all the worst possibilities kept flash- 
ing across her mind. 

Overcoming a Crisis 

But, somehow, the Pardees overcame the 
crisis. And according to Phyllis, their relation- 
ship is alot stronger for having gone through it. 

Pulling Together 

“You know, it’s funny,” Phyllis said in reflec- 
tion. “You always think you're close to your 
husband and your children. But, try going 
through a horrendous ordeal like that one, and 


, you realize just how much farther you have to 


go. a 
“Being confronted with extraordinary 
problems like that forces you to draw strength 
from each other just to make it through,” she 
said. “Then, when the ordeal is over, you have 
your priorities rearranged in a much better 
order with your relationship with your husband, 
your family, and your good health sitting right on 
top of the list.” 

Shortly after Jack got that long-awaited clean 
bill of health, another crisis came up. 

It all began like a dream come true, when he 
was Offered the head coaching spot on a brand 
new football team, in a brand new football 
league. 

The Blazers 
The Florida Blazers’ offer seemed like THE

golden opportunity for a rookie coach to break 
in at a°position he hoped to hold for the rest of 
his life. There was only one problem. Money. Or 
rather, the lack of it. 

The World Football League died a fast death 
after just a year on the pro circuit. But, not even 
halfway through that year, the Blazer franchise 
ran out of money to pay its bills, or its players. 
And, most importantly te the Pardee clan, the 
Biazers ran out of money to pay their head 
coach. 

“You can't imagine how humiliating it was,” 
Phyllis said. “We didn’t have any credit, and ! 
couldn't go to the grocery store or the bank 
Without somebody combing through my creden- 
tials like | was some sort of criminal. 

“Jack didn't get a penny from September up 
until he got his first check from the Bears on 
January 15th of the following year.” 

His players didn’t get any money either. But 
somehow, Jack Pardee kept an entire football 
team together, playing their hearts out until the 
last second of their one-point loss to the 
Memphis Southmen in the only World Bow! 
Game. c 

And, if the uniform rental company hadn't 
sent somebody out to the stadium right after the 
game to confiscate their uniforms, Jack 
Pardee’s unpaid players probably could have 
gone on even longer than that. 

“We weré like one big happy family down 
there,” Phyllis said. “None of us had any money. 
And we were pulling together under that com- 
mon denominator. 

Love of the Game 
“It was a beautiful thing to watch a group of 
professional athletes playing the game again for 
nothing more than its true meaning,” she said. 

“And Jack had his marvelous sense of humor, 
his faith in God, and his tremendous ability to 
motivate people to thank for keeping the whole 
thing together.” 

“Logically, | knew there was a distinet 
possibility we’d jose everything Jack had ever 
worked for in pro ball,” Phyllis said. “But| had 
developed so much blind faith in our relation- 
ship over the years, | just knew the bills would 
all get paid, and we'd pull through the crisis just 
like we have every other. Older, wiser, and with 
an even stronger bond for having gone through 
it.” 

A Constant Man 

When it comes to describing her husband’s 
character, Phyllis Pardee likes to tell people=- 
that her friends always say Jack is the only per- 
son they know who has grown, expanded, and 
advanced in life, without changing a single one 
of the qualities that really matter. 

If that's the case, then having a life full of the 
highs and lows, and a wife like Phyilis are the 
reasons why.

“Things 
have to run smoothly in those drills and the less 
we're noticed the better.” 


In The Family 

Brian, whose father Ed is the Bears vice- 
president, is one of the 11 McCaskey children 
who “at one time or another has worked in the 
organization.” Only brother Pat, an assistant to 
public relations director Ted Haracz, has taken 
a full-time job with the Bears. 

“It's kind of been the thing to doin putfamiiy 
Brian said. “But this job isn’t just soft summer 
employment for any of us as ballboys ... we 
have to work hard at what we’re doing. 

“But it's certainly got to be one of the more in- 
teresting vacation jobs around. When | get back 
to school in the fall | get a lot of questions about 
the inside scoop on what the Bears are really

But 
again we go to work; we were up until 6 a.m. 
unloading equipment at Lake Forest after that 
one.” 


Away From Home 

“1 suppose the toughest thing about the job is 
being away from home for most of the summer,” 
the 16-year old McCaskey said. “By the end of 
camp you're really kind of anxious to get back to 
your family.” 

“It's not easy being away from your girlfriend 
either,” Haeger added. 

Well nobody said it would be easy in the pros 
and the ballboys for the Chicago Bears can al- 
test to that. 


/.New Men Join NFL Coaching Fraternity

Exclusive Report 


It takes a unique man to coach 
in the National Football League. 
The pro game is the highest form 
of competition achievable for 
coach and player alike. By its 
very nature it is a goal achieved 
by a very select few. 

There are seven new: head 
coaches in the NFL this season, 
each with his own philosophy, his 
own approach to winning, Yet 
they are all alike in one respect; 
they each seek to initiate a suc- 
cessful new era in their respective 
team’s annals, 

In the American Football 
Conference, three men - Cin- 
cinnati’s Bill Johnson, New York’s 
Lou Holtz and Tampa Bay’s John 
McKay - will make their coaching 
debuts, 

In the National Football Con- 
ference, four men - New Orleans’ 
Hank Stram, Philadelphia’s Dick 
Vermeil, San Francisco’s Monte 
Clark and Seattle’s Jack Patera - 
will make theirs. 

Following is a biographical 
thumbnail sketch of each new 
NFL mentor. 


Cincinnati Bengals 


Bill ‘Tiger’ Johnson - A veteran 
of 29 years in professional foot- 
ball, 50-year-old Bill Johnson has 
seen duty as both an all-pro center 
and an assistant coach. He 
assumes the head coaching 
responsibility of the Bengals after 
serving as Cincinnati's offensive 
line coach since the franchise was 
formed in 1968, More importantly, 
he is the hand picked successor to 
Paul Brown, one of pro football’s 
greatest head coaches, 

“J don’t think any man.can try 
to fill Paul Brown’s shoes,’’ 
Johnson says of his predecessor. 
“Tam in complete accord with the 
program here. I believe in the 
people I’m associated with and the 
principles under which we 
operate.” 

On the football side of the 
ledger, Johnson explains, “I don’t 
think you can categorize me as an 


emotional type, but I do like to get 
at it. My philosophy is that you 
have to work hard at this game to 
be successful.” 

Johnson is a proponent of the 
“take care of little things and the 
big things will take care of 
themselves’? theory. “Little 
details can often win or lose a 
football game,” he reminded us.

Johnson is respected by his 
players and the feeling is mutual. 

“Football is a Spartan-like 
game,” Johnson says. “It takes a 
helluva man to play it and a great 
man to stand up to it.” 


New York Jets 


Lou Holtz - Holtz, an amateur 
magician who this season will try 
to pull rabbits out of the hat for the 
troubled Jets, comes straight 
from the campus of North 
Carolina State, where he worked 
miracles. 

In four seasons, the 39-year-old 
Holtz won 33 games, lost 12 and 
tied two, He took the Wolfpack to 
four consecutive post season bowl 
games - winning two and tying 
one, His 1974 club was the first in 
the school’s history to conclude 
the season ranked in the Top Ten 
(ninth). 

“T believe in God, Lou Holtz and 
the Jets, in just about that order,” 
says the man whose trademark is 
innovation and an explosive of- 
fense. “I don’t want to rebuild. I 
want to win... now! But when we 
win, I want a good foundation 
where we will win for years to 
come, which means building with 
draft choices.” 

The possessor of a dry wit, Holtz 
is convinced the Jets will move the 
football in 1976. “I justhope to God 
{t’s forward,” he says. 


“Tam not a miracle worker, but 
I guarantee we'll field a team that 
will play exciting, enthusiastic 
football with a strong will to win.” 
“T’ve seen the Jets play,”’ Holtz 
adds. ‘We have the talent to win.” 


Tampa Bay Buccaneers 


John McKay - A legend at 
Southern California, John McKay 
left his job as Trojan Athletic 
Director and Head Coach to 
become Vice President and Head 
Coach of the first-year Buc- 
canneers. The ~Tampa Bay 
hierarchy expresses satisfaction 
over McKay’s decision to finally 
join the ranks of pro coaching 
after being sought after for years. 

“We're confident that John 
McKay is the very best man to 
Jead our new team,” says Bucs’ 
owner Hugh Culverhouse, 

McKay’s Southern Cal teams 
won 127, lost just 40 and tied eight 
over the 15 years he coached 
them. He has coached nearly 40 
All-Americans and two Heisman 
Trophy winners - Mike Garrett 
and 0.J. Simpson. 

“T am very happy to accept this 
challenge,’ McKay says. “I would 


call it more of a change than a . 


challenge, though. I think we can 
do the job, but it will take a little 
time,” he adds. 

McKay observes that the teams 
that go the farthest have three 
things. 

“Good players, good coaching 
and good morale. All are needed. 
It takes more than athletes and 
coaches to win football games,” 
the 53-year-old coach says. “It 
takes an undefinable something 
else. On a team with good morale, 
the players respect what the 
coach is doing and-pull together in 
a common cause.” 


New Orleans Saints 


Hank Stram - One of the win- 
ningest active coaches in the 
game, New Orleans’ Hank Stram 
brings a wealth of football 
knowledge to bear on the often 
lackluster fortunes of the Saints, 

Over the 15 seasons Stram 
coached the Dallas Texans - 
Kansas City Chiefs, he compiled 
an enviable record of 124 wins, 76 
losses and 10 ties, including the 
winning of the 1962 AFL Cham- 
pionship and the 1970 Super Bowl. 

What may be his greatest task 


lies ahead with the Saints. 

“It is a challenge to take over a 
team like the Saints, a team which 
has never had a winning record in 
9 seasons, and try to reverse the 
fortunes,” Stram related. ‘So 
many people talk about winning in 
the NFL today, yet so few are 
either willing to make the 
sacrifice to win or know how to 
win in the first place.” 

A proponent of the multiple, 


variety offense and a varied- 


“stack”’ defense, Stram hopes to 
implement his theories with 
winning results for the victory 
hungry Saints and their fans. 


Philadelphia Eagles 


Dick Vernteil - How important 
are College football’s post season 
bowl games? Just ask new 
Philadelphia Eagles coach Dick 
Vermeil, 

Vermeil’s UCLA Bruin team of 
1975, as Pacific 8 champs, 
defeated the favored Ohio State 
Buckeyes of the Big Ten in the 
Rose Bowl on New Year’s Day. 
Since then, Vermeil’s career, 
which includes both professional 
and collegiate experience, has 
soared. 

He was selected as the new head 
coach of the Hagles, explains club 
owner Leonard Tose, because he 
combines all of the qualities a 
successful candidate should 
possess. 

Vermeil is a:proven winner as a 
head coach, posting a 15-5-3 mark 
at UCLA in 1974-75, He has NFL 
experience - stints as a Los 
Angeles Rams assistant to head 
coaches George Allen, Tommy 
Prothro and Chuck Knox. He is 
also an offensive innovator and 
acknowledged motivator. 

The intense young coach is 
anticipating much hard work. 

“The job won’t be easy,” 
Vermeil says. “But everybody 
wearing an Eagles uniform is a 
football player or else he wouldn’t 
be here, I’m operating on that 
premise, and everyone will start 
out with me with a clean slate.” 


San Francisco 49ers 


Monte Clark - ‘‘New coach, new 
approach” is the San Francisco 
49ers rallying cry these days, and 
head coach Monte Clark is the 
reason why. A former offensive 
assistant to Don Shula, Clark 


comes to the 49ers with a 
reputation as a fundamentalist. 
“Monte is. a motivator, a 
teacher but more than anything,” 
says Dolphins all-pro guard Larry 
Little, “he’s a devout fun- 
damentalist. I attribute whatever 
success I have as an offensive 
lineman to Coach Clark,” 

Under Clark's tutelage, the 
Dolphin line became one of the 
best in football, though it was 
comprised of players cast off by 
other teams, 

Clark has actively upgraded the 
49ers chances by bringing 
quarterback Jim Plunkett back to 
his native area in the city by the 
Bay. Plunkett should provide the 
firepower that has been missing in 
the San Francisco attack since the 
departure of John Brodie in 1973. 

“He is the most thorough and 
intense coach I’ve known,” says 
Dolphin Jim Langer. “He leaves 
nothing to chance when preparing 
his people for a game.” 


Seattle Seahawks 


Jack Patera - Forty-two-year- 
old Jack Patera comes to the 
expansion Seahawks after a 
distinguished career as a NFL 
assistant coach with the Min- 
nesota Vikings, among others, 
where over the last seven years he 
eoached the famed Viking 
‘defensive line, 

Viking head coach Bud Grant 
says Patera “‘understands the 
modern-day football player” and 
adds that he has the right 
“temperament” for the job. 

Before joining the Vikings, 
Patera served as an assistant with 
the New York Giants (1967-1968) 
and the Los Angeles Rams (1963- 
1966). Prior to entering the NFL's 
coaching ranks, he played seven 
seasons as a, guard and 
linebacker. 

“A product of the University of 
Oregon, Patera expresses 
pleasure at returning to his own 
neck of the woods. 

“It’s great to be back in the 
Northwest,” Patera says. ‘T hope 
it’s a long stay.” 

By coincidence, one of the 
coaches on the Oregon staff 
during Patera’s years was his 
AFC coaching counterpart - 
Tampa Bay’s John McKay, 

Such are the backgrounds and 
credentials of the ‘NFL Coaching
